MONTPELIER (Vt.,) Aug. 29.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) The State élection 
in Vermont occurs on Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 4. Aé the time draws near the 
interest in the outcome increases, and 
beth Republicans and Democrats are 
making their best efforts. It is a time 


as to the outcome is impossible, becouse 
not less than one-third of each party 
is dissatisfied with the other. The 
Democrats have put an exceptionally 
strong ticket in the field, and they will 
net only have a larger vote than usual, 
but ere likely to increase their repre- 
sentation in the next House of Repre- 
sentatives to fifty or more. In 1896 
there were eleven Democrats in the 
House, and in 1898 there were forty-two, 
The vote for the State ticket in Sep- 
tember in Vermont is virtually a vote 
for President. 

The November election ts simply a 
tatification of the vote in September, 
and never approximates the latter fig- 
ures. The normal Republican majority 
in Vermont is 25,000. Anything under 
that is considered encouraging for the 
Democrats, and anything above 30,000 
is heiled with delight by Republicans. 
In 1896 the Republican majority in 
Vermont was 38,500, the largest in the 
history of the State. The Republicans 
this year cannot hope to reach that fig- 
ure, but estimates of-the most conserv- 
aive Republicans are that the Repub- 
lican majority next Tuesday will be be- 
tween 31,000 and 33,000. ok 

What troubles Republican leaders in 
Vermont most is general apathy. The 
Republicans are so confident that Mc- 
Kinley will be elected that thousands 
will stay at home on election day unless 
special efforts are made to get them to 
the polls.

Shrewd Capitalists Anticipate 
a Demand for Coal for Ex- 
port—A Big Future. 


P. DAY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—In an intér- 
view William Salomon, chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad, daid that that 
road was not building ships to trans- 
port coal to Europe.

As shown in the illustration 
the earliest monochords were stretched 
by means.of weights, some varieties 
mentioned by Greek theorists having 
as many as four strings. Soon a primi- 
tive form of keyboard, such as had 
been used with arzitiquated organs, was 
applied to the monochord. In time 
the movable bridge was replaced by 
an upright wedge attached to the key 
lever, which, when the key was pressed 
by e finger, struck the string, set 
it ih vibration simultaneously 
shortened it to the length indicated by 
the key's ition. From this modified 
monochord there was but a brief transi- 
tion to the clavichord (from “clavis,” 
a key, and “chorda,” a string.) eg 
in spite of its increasing number of 
keys and strings, kept the name of 
monochord as late as the sixteenth cen- 
tury. It was probably in reference to 
this Instrument that the following let- 
ter was written by the poet Bembo to 
his daughter:

lengthened in proportion. John Sebas- 
tlan Bach always tuned his own instru- 
his in that 
and pre- 
ludes fn all keys known as “the well- 
tempered clavichord.” 

Despite the agreeable seusitiveness of 
the clavichord—that “solitary, metana- 
choly, unspeakably sweet 
—there was a feeble tremulousncss 
about it which led to a desire for an 
instrument whose strings could be cx- 
cited to stranger vibrations. To meet 
this demand a keyboard was added to 
the ancient psaltery, and from § this 
combination was evolved the harpsi- 
chord, the most t of ali the 
keyed predecessors of the plans. In 
this instrument the keys were set in 


ivory, which when forced upward by 
the depressed keys plucked or twitched 


at the strings. After the fvory poluis 
were repla in the fifteenth <ceatury 
by quills the instrument was calied a 


spinet, a name of double derivation, 
from Spinetti, a mianufacturer of 
cal instruments, and from “spina,” a 
thorn, or point. 

The compass of the early keyboards 
was but four and one-half octaves, and 
in the old German instruments the col- 
oring was rev the raised keys be- 
tog white and the naturals Diack. The 

spsichord, until nearly the close 
the tast century, had a place in the 
orchessa, where its increased power 
atoned for its monotonous 
In Germany, however, it never gained 
a strong foothold. Bach and Beethov-

The 5 onan in 1710 of the 
forte, “piano e forte,” t and 
loud, by the Florentine 
harpsichord maker drove from the mus- 
field both the sensitive clovichord 
and its noisier rival. Patterned after 
the trapeze-shaped psaltery, whose 
sound was produced by plucking the 
strings, the new instrument was played 
like the dulcimer, by ostriking with 
small hammers. To the developments of 
Silbermann of Dresden belong almost 
as much credit as to the invention of 
Christofor!. Stung by tbe frank cen- 
sure of Bach, Silbermann labored many 
years to correct the heavy action and 
weakneés of the upper notes which 
characterized the first pianos. The 
new instrument made its way but 
slowly because of the novelty of, its 
technique. Chopin's appreciation of the 
increased tonal beauty obtained by use 
of the pedal, and Beethoven's dramatic

“tone painting,” did much to prove the 
superiority of this instrument for vigor, 
sonorousness and sustained melody. 
‘Its capabilities for light and shade also. 
commended it to the general public, 
but it was not until metal bracing was 
successfully used In its construction 


predecessors. Metal was first used for 
strengthening and then for making the 
entire frame, when it’ became ible 
to secure the purest and most brilliant 
tones by means of heavy strings under 
great tension. The finest treble string 
of the modern instrument is thicker 
than the thickest bass string of the 
first pianos, whose tension was cor- 
respondingly slight when wood offered 
the only resistance. This vast differ- 
ence is more readily appreciated when 
we realize that the strings of the mod- 
ern grand concert piano exert a force 
of 75,000 pounds, only the solidity of the 
iron frame preventing its entire de- 
struction.

GREAT IRRIGATION PROBLEM. 
During the past year or more The 
Times has devoted a considerable amount 


ef space to the question of naticnal ir- 
rigation of arid lands, belicving as we 
do that it is ono of the most important 
questions that is before the American 


| people today, involving the making of 
homes for hundreds of thousan?s cf. 


American citizens and a vast increas> 
in the productive wealth of the country. 
This “annevation of arid America” is a 
form cf expansion with—which all good 


citizens may s2zfely sympathize, whether 


they are Republicans, Democrats, Pop- 
ulists or Socialists) There is no politics 
in the plan. 

It would be strange, indeed, if such 
an important movement as this could 
be agitated and discusse@ without cn- 
countering obstacles of various kinis— 
from false friends, from hidden or opea 
enemies, or from indiscreet advocates of 
the movement with chimerical ideas. 
Those who have been fighting the battie 
of national irrigation have already come 
up against numerous cbstccles, but they 
are not a whit discouraged. Strange to 
say, most of theso objections come, not 
from eastern people who might be: ex- 
pected to show indifference cr opposition, 
but from the Arid West, which is destined 
to be so greatly benefited by the adop- 
tion of national irrigatien. Such ob- 
jections, however, do not emanate from 
the mass of the people, but from narrow 
cliques with axes to grind.

The organization 
which he represents was formed in San 
Francisco last November by a number of 
prominent capitalists and others, and is 
now undertaking an active propaganda 
throughout the State for the purpose of 
securing members.

At the time of the formation of the as- 
sociation The Times called attention to 
the fact that in its prespectus discourage- 
ment was thrown upon the idea of na- 
tional irrigation.

SPANISH PITS. 

In the Salt River Mountains, south 
of Phoenix and southwest of Tempe, 
are a large number of pits, dug by 
the Spaniards, usually to be found 


thrown in by the Indians after the 
Franciscans were expelled from the 
country several centuries ago. Several 
of the shafts have been cleared out to 
@ considerable depth, but investiga- 
tion has found nothing more valuable 
than copper-stained rock, where ancient 
miners evidently had vainly searched 
for riches. One tunnel, in the granite 
hills northwest of Tempe, was followed 
for 100 feet, with nothing more vale- 
able in evidence than talc. Another of 
the old bee gages mines has lately been 
discove in the Salt River Mountains 
on a high peak by Ed White and 
Oharies Carroll, two young men resi- 
dent in Tempe. The shaft was covered

With a mighty spiash that drenched 
the trestle and made the welkin ring 
the first rock under the new contract 
was dropped on the government break- 
water location off San Pedro at 4:07 
p.m. yesterday. 

It was a small beginning, for the 
trestle extended on the seawall site 
only far enough to allow one car to be 
unloaded at a time, but the work is go- 
ing On at a pace that will increase the 
rock-dumping capacity by a big ratio. 
Twa gangs of pile drivers, working 
neck and neck like a team, are building 
a double trestle over the area where 
rock was placed by Heldmaier & Neu. 

Twenty-nine carioads of rock from 
the Decilez quarry were hauled into the 


San Pedro yards Tuesday. Two small 
trainioads of a half 4d cars each. 
weve pulled up the grade erday aft- 


ernoon and sidetracked to await un- 
loading. The commencement of rock- 
dropping operotions was delayed a few 
hours by the incompleted scale facili- 
ties. Shortly before 4 p.m. the last 
spike on the rails at the weigh-house 
was driven ond the first carload of rock

To date 1400 voters have signed. About 
1800 signatures are required. Each s0- 
licitor is a duly appointed registration 
clerk. All unregistered voters who sign 
the petition registered. In this 
manner every favorable to pro- 
hibition will be able to vote on election 
day. 

The work is under the direct man- 
agement of Rev. C. K. Westfall, who 
devotes his entire time to the matter. 
He receives a salary. 

There is a fund of $2000 in the bank 
as a starter. To make the fight the 
reformers have promised an odditional 
$8000 if it is required. It seems that 
there is an abundance of money. Over 
$1200 was obtained through monthiy 
contributions. One family alone con-

worker gave $200, and is willing to re- 
spond again. The State Anti-Salocon 
League is supporting the movement. 

The required number of signatures 
will be secured: within the next ten 
days. The petition will be carefully 
perused, and all doubtfwl names will be 
stricken off.

For nearly a 
century the ‘exact location of the 
quarries from’ which the Padres .ob- 
tained limestone for cement to build 
the old mission has been known to 
but a few people, though the name, 
Positasy la Calera, which was applied 
to the place at the time and is stil 
retained by the rancho, has spoken of 
the lime kiln (calera) through many 
generations.
